Indeed, the court admits in language that sounds like 
an un-American committee report that it was guided by 
evidence of Bridges’ “apparent adherence. to the Commu- 
nist Party line” and by the impression he gave that he 
“must at any rate be a fellow traveler.” 


As Bridges charges, this decision is part of the con- 

attack against his union. But it is also a warning 

to all labor leaders not to commit the unpardonable crime 

of “lacking caution,” of being brash enough to advocate 
peace or conduct a militant strike. 


Perhaps more clearly than ever before this decision 
in the Bridges case reveals that the government's whole 
nation-wide drive against the Bill ot Rights is in the last 
analysis an attack on labor. , 


It is an attack-which will ultimately be defeated not . 


by appealing to the dormant legal consciences of judges 
concerned with the “caution” of defendants rather than 
with their rights but to the common sense of organized 
labor: -By fighting for Bridges, trade unionists will in a 
real sense be fighting for themselves and their unions.
